LOSSES LAEGE ON BOTH BIDES. 


Already Applyinc

to Calamplr, Wliicli Tliey Will Aban- 
don Wheu the FIunl Assault Is Begun. 
Deed* of Valor of Hie Americau Troops 
In the Faoo of a lleuvy fire From the 


Jutrencfced Enemy. 


Manilla, April 26.—Through woods 


and jungle, General MacArthur's divi- 
siou fought its way to the Filipino 
trenches before Calumpit, the new 
capital of the enemy. Six Americans' 
were Willed and 28 wounded in the feat, 
the heaviest loser being the South, Da-: 
iota regiment. 


After fording the river the South Da- 


kota spurred the insurgents to the out- 
skirt* of Galumpit, but the town was 
found to be so strongly protected that 
General MacArthur deemed it best to 
withdraw the tired fighters and go into 
camp for a rest before making the final 
assault. 


The largest buildings in Calumpit 


were being fired by the Filipinos while 
the Americans were crossing the rlverf 


' 
fully a'mile away, indicating the ene-1 


my's intention to abandon the place. 


The insurgents seem to have adopted 


a. settled policy .of retiring from one 
position after another, aftei1 inflicting 
the greatest passible damage upon the 
advancing army. 'The forces were well 
drilled. Every foot of the ground waa 
tenaciously disputed hy thoroughly or- 
ganized troops, who stood remarkably 
firm even under fire of the artillery.' 
The enemy had planned to wreck our 
artillery transport train. This attempt 
was a failure, but a fn-e on a span of 
the iron railway bridge over the river 
destroyed it, hampering the American 
transportation for some time. The Fil- 
ipinos cut the girders, intending to 
have the structure fall with the train, 
but it collapsed prematurely o£ its own 
weight. 


The Bagbag rivar. which is about 100 


yards wide at that 'point, is splendidly 
fortified, and the Americans were com- 
pelled to approach an' open space from 
-which the rebels had cleared every ob- 
struction to sight. 
The. hank of the 


river, a high bluff, was surmounted 
with trenches, capped with rocks, loop-" 
holed and partly hidden by hushes. 


General Wheaton'sbrigade approach- 


ed the river along the railroad, leav- 
ing the camp 
beyond Malolos city. 


General Hale*swas earlier on the march 
and sweeping westward toward the 
railroad. The armored train was being 
pushed by Chinamen, the Twentieth 
Kansas regiment advancing in an ex- 
tended order on the left, and the First 
Montana regiment,"with the Utah light 
artillery, on the right.' : 


The Ball Opened. 


The rapid-firing guns on the train, 


opened the ball at 11:30 a. in. -about a 
mile from the river, 'their popping al-j 
ternating continuously with the boom; 
of the 6-pounders. 
•

The Montana regiment and the Utah 


artillery batteries.at the'same time en- 
tered the jungle, from which ,the insur- 
gents, who ' were 
occupying a large, 


straggling^village of huts;p"oured heavy 
volleys. In the course of'an hour the 
Americans 
had 
forced 
a "passage 


through the woods to the open space 
In front of the river, and the artillery 
Immediately on wheeling into the open 
began shelling the Filipino trenches. 


In the meantime the Twentieth Kan- 


sas, led by Captain Beldwood,;perform- 
ed one of the most brilliant achieve- 
ments of the campaign. The regiment 
was being held in reserve, and compa- 
ny K charged a distanceof a quarter 
of a mile over a cornfield to the bank 
of the river, near the bridge, where the 
insurgents from a trench were pepper- 
ing the armored train, then about 200 
yards down the track. The company 
found shelter in a ditch. 


Colonel Frederick Funston called for 


"volunteers to cross the river, and the 
colonel himself, Lieutenant Ball, a pri- 
vate of company K, a private'of com- 
pany E, Trumpeter Barsfleld and Cor- 
poral Ferguson of company I crawled 
along the iron girders, -x 


Having reached the broken-span the 


small but valorous party of Americans 
slid down the caisson, swam a few 
yards to the shore and crawied up the 
h;ink, the little colonel leading the way 
to the trenches, revolver in hand, while 
the few remaining Filipinos bolted. 


H is difficult to estimate the insur- 


gent losses, but they are no fewer than 
TO killed, many of them being in the 
artillery.
